Novelties and Specialties. 


New Althea Crested Beauty. Asa hedge plant. 


The rich deep foliage, the short stout growth, the extreme florifer- 
ousness, extending over a long season, and the fact that the closer it is 
sheared in spring the more vigorous it grows and the larger and greater 
number of flowers it will produce, make this the best of all deciduous 
hedge plants. 


I have now ‘(at the time of this writing, September 1st) hundreds 
of feet of rows that make a most beautiful showing. Landscape gardeners 
should stick a pin here. 


Anchusa Italica, Dropmore Variety. 


This is a greatly improved variety of the old Anchusa Italica which 
has been the special admiration of all who have seen it in bloom, and 
pronounced the finest blue flowered Herbaceous plant in cultivation. 


It will not come true from seed, and is propagated by root cutting. 
Every grower of herbacious plants should secure at least a few this fall, 
for propagation in the greenhouse. 


Blooming about May 30, it finds a ready sale as a cut flower, because 
of its color. 


Plumbago Larpente. 


Several rows of this old favorite blue flower, planted last year, 
have shown its special adaptation for a border plant or edging for a walk. 
If planted thickly, it makesa perfectly regular line about a foot high 
and similar width that is in bloom throughout the season, and makes less 
trouble than almost any other edging, as it requires no shearing. 


Funkia Lancifolia. 


This plant succeeds even better in a partial shade, and its long spikes 
of nodding lily-like flowers are very showy. 


I am offering, this year, some very strong four-year clumps. 
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Aster—Beauty of Colwall. 


This is the double form of the plant popularly known as Michaelmas 
Daisy. I obtained this from its English introducers, and it is now offered for 
the first time in this country. Its well doubled flowers, which are very freely 
produced, are light blue in color and are delicately fragrant. No collection is 
complete without it, and every grower of this class of plants should have it. 


Azalea Canascens. 

I consider this the best of our native Azaleas. It is the earliest to bloom, 
and its pink flowers are of a brighter color than any other sort, and in fragrance 
it far surpasses them all, having the same odor as the common grass pinks. 
I have a good stock of this fine shrub in both transplanted and collected stock, 
and I think that I am the first to offer it. 


Ilex Verticillata (Winter Berry). 

It may not be generally understood that this is dioecious, and that a large 
portion, often most of those indiscriminately collected, are staminate, and 
never bear fruit. I have propagated a quantity from plants which are pistillate 
and will bear fruit, and offer them in this list. 


Iris Siberica Orientalis. 

This is one of the most beautiful Iris in cultivation. It is larger than the 
type and the foliage broader, and the color is a very rich violet blue. Every 
one who grows Iris should have it.

How to Grow Dahlias. 


Dahlias like a good, sandy loam, but will do well in heavy land if it is 
worked deep enough. A moderately heavy amount of manure should be 
worked in deep and the soil wel! pulverized before planting. Too much 
manure at the start will cause the plants to run to wood and foliage, and 
result in scanty flower production. If after growth is well started it is found 
that the plants require further feeding, a moderate amount of hen manure 
may be broadcasted between the rows and worked in with a cultivator. This 
may be repeated early in the blooming period, and will materially increase the 
quality and quantity of blooms and extend the season; but at this time too 
deep working will ruin the flower crop. 


In planting, the tubers should be covered three or four inches deep, in 
rows four feet apart, and may be planted from eighteen inches to four feet 
apart in the rows, the latter distance permitting cultivating both ways. In 
light soil, four inches is none too deep, for when planted too shallow they are 
likely to dry out, or in the fall they may be injured by frost. 


In dry weather it may be necessary to water, but after each wetting 
(which should not be oftener than once a week), when the water has soaked 
in sufficiently to prevent puddling, the ground should be worked with a hoe or 
‘cultivator. This prevents baking of the surface and the resulting evaporation 
of moisture, and if not done, watering may be more injurious than beneficial. 
In many cases, the mere pulverizing of the surface soil will obviate the 
necessity of watering. 


When the young plants have attained a growth of about a foot, it will 
improve the yield and give the plants a more sturdy branching growth if the 
centre bud is pinched out. This should not be done in the northern sections, 
where the blooming period may already be far too short. 


Some of the stronger growing varieties may need staking, to prevent 
their sprawling on the ground, and to render cultivation easier. 


From New York southward, June Ist is sufficiently early to plant the 
tubers, as, if too early planted, they may be exhausted in the hot summer, 
and in the cool, early autumn, when the best blooms are usually produced, 
there will be but a few straggling flowers, ragged in appearance, and with 
many open centres. Further north, planting should be done as soon as 
weather conditions are safe. 


The tubers should be dug the first fair day after the tops are frost-killed in 
the autumn. The tops should be cut off one or two inches from the tubers, 
the dirt knocked loose by beating the end of the stem witha stick. Then, 
after a few hours drying in the sun, they should be stored in a cool, dry 
cellar, safe from frost.
